The California State University 
Board of Trustees and Chancellor are 
in the process of conducting a six-year 
review of both Sacramento State Presi- 
dent Donald Gerth and the university in 
general. 

All CSU presidents undergo review 
every three years and every six years. 
The three-year review is conducted by 
the chancellor, the six-year review is 
conducted by an advisory committee 
of individuals from off campus. This 
committee requests input from various 
members. of the campus such as the 
Academic Senate, faculty, students 
and the Associated Students Inc. lead- 
ership and other concerned parties, then 
submits a report of their assessment to 
the chancellor’ s office and the Board of 
Trustees. 

“The presidents are actually re- 
viewed every three years The three 
year reviews are paper reviews. A ton of 
letters go out to people and the chancel- 
lor collects responses to the letters and 
compiles those and then they go to the 
Board of Trustees,” Gerth said about 


the reviews he’s undergone during his 
twelve years as CSUS president. 

“So at the third and the ninth year 
there were paper reviews. At the sixth 
and the twelfth year there’s a more 
formal review involving a visit to the 
board. In general, in higher education 
the custom has been to over the years, 
in this country, to review administra- 
tors and every administrator on the 
campus is reviewed. 

The objective of the review is to 
provide the chancellor and the Board of 
Trustees with an understanding of the 
unique characteristics of the campus, 
an assessment of campus operations 
and educational effectiveness, and an as- 
sessment of the leadership and manage- 
ment performances of the executive. 

“There were two major goals I dis- 
cussed with the chancellor and Board 
of Trustees when I took over,” Gerth 
said. “One was the fact that we are in 
the state capital and the capital univer- 
sity concept, the engagement with the 
state in a whole variety of a fields not 
just government but geology and phi- 
losophy, you name it, financial admin- 

istration, public finances and so on.”

California S tudies and related programs 
are moving along nicely. He said he 
thinks progress has also been made on 
stabilizing the life of the university. 
The review provides the president 
with an evolving understanding of his 
role, rights and responsibilities; the 
plans, goals and expectations mutually 
agreed to by the president and the chan- 


cellor and the criteria against which’ 


such progress is measured. The review 
also provides an opportunity for open 
discussions between the president and 
the chancellor on the conditions or 
state of the campus, accomplishments, 
desirable courses of action, progress 
and ideas for improvement or redirec- 
tion of effort. 

In addition, the review provides the 
chancellor with information upon 
which toreassess CSU missions, goals, 
policies and the resources needed to 
facilitate and enhance campus activi- 
ties. 

“One of ourmajor goals for thenear 
term and the longer run is to diversify 
the sources of support, financial support, 
forour publicuniversities particularly for

ASI against remedial: 
education proposal

The Associated Students, Inc. 
Board of Directors voted Monday 
to object tothe CSU Board of Trust- 
ees proposal on remedial education. 

“This is a very important issue 
for us to take a stand on,” said Jill 
Murphy, newly appointed vice presi- 
dent of university affairs. Although 
not all of the Board agreed, the 
motion was passed to voice their 


concems regarding the Remedial Edu- 
cation policy reform. 

The board passed a resolution on 
remedial education in which their ob- 
jections would be made known. The 
resolution states that the problems are 
in the K-12 system and should not be 
dealt with at the collegiate level. 

“Be it further resolved, ASI urges 
the trustees to adopt a policy that af- 
fords individual campuses the flexibil- 
ity necessary torespond to the needs of 
the community it serves,” the resolu- 


It further explained the need for 
communication between the CSU sys- 
tem and California community col- 
leges. ASI also does not believe the 
timetable of six years will be enough 
time to complete remedial education 
reforms. 

“The resolution clearly states we 
don’t support the board’s legislation,” 
said Vice President of Finance Rich

University offers free hearing 
tests for campus community

In an effort to save students, faculty 
and staff both time and money, Sacra- 
mento State’s Mary Jane Rees Lan- 
guage, Speech and Hearing Center of- 
fers free hearing tests. 

“Tn addition to being free (the hear- 
ing tests) are right here on campus. 
They can usually be scheduled around 
somebody’s schedule so they don’t 
have to leave class and g0.across town 
to the doctor’s office to have the test 
done,” said Carole Mayer, Professor of 
Audiology anda supervisor of the center. 

Having the test done on campus, 
could save people some money ac- 
cording to Mayer. 

“For the campus community, stu- 
dents, faculty and staff, there is no 


charge forthe service. Itis aservice that 
typically runs somewhere between 
$200 and $300 in the private sector,” 
she said. 

The test takes 45 minutes and there 
is atwo to three-week waiting list. This 
semester, the center is testing every 
weekday except Fridays. Morning and 
afternoon appointments are available. 

“It is strictly a matter of concentrat- 
ing and listening to tones that are fairly 
soft and then listening to speech and 
repeating lists of words that are loud 
enough tobe comfortable,” said Mayer. 

The center has received anew hear- 
ing test booth. The booth isn’t operat- 
ing yet, but Mayer said that when it is, 
the center will be able to simultaneously 
test two people. 

“The test is done by a graduate 
student but supervised by an audiolo- 


gist with an advanced degree who 
has the state license and also the 
national certification in audiology,” 
said Mayer. 

The booth is made to fit one 
person inside. It is dimly lit and has 
speakers in the walls from which 
the tones played during the testsound 
from. Olderclients receive the tones 
through headphones. Mayer said the 
booth can be a little scary for chil- 
dren. 

“When individuals come in with 
very young children frequently ei- 
ther the parent or another audiolo- 
gist goes into the booth with them, 
sometimes both. We don’t take 16 
month olds away from their parents 

and try to deal with their screaming

Library elevator project

Facilities Management has anew 
design for the long-awaited library 
elevator. The project has been sent 
out to bid, and Vice President of. 
Facilities Management Howard Har- 
ris said itshould be completed within 
six months. 

Facilities Management diverted 
$100,000 of minor capital outlay 
money that had been earmarked for 
construction of the elevator and used 
that money to improve ventilation in 
the chemistry service center in No- 
vember 1994. 

Harris said that money had been 
redirected with approval from the 
CSU Chancellor’s Office when bids 


- for the elevator came back more than 


twice as much as expected. The 
$134,000 of minor capital outlay 
money targeted for projects that 
would bring the campus closer to 
compliance with the American Dis- 
abilities Act was less than half of 
what was needed for the Library el- 
evator as it was Originally designed 
in June 1994, 

Now, Harris said, that the eleva- 
tor has been redesigned by local ar- 
chitect Ray Tekata and Facilities 


Management has $150,000 to fund 
the construction. Harris said that the 
project was redesigned to fit under 
the $150,000 budget available. 

Tekata’s design calls for the el- 
evator to be installed at the north end 
of the Library near the Library Quad at 
the base of the ramp. 

“We’ve used different exterior 
materials and taken a different ap- 
proach to the foundation,” Harris said. 
“Hopefully, this will significantly 
reduce the cost.” 

Harris said that an engineering 
study showed that the elaborate sys- 
tem of pile driving planned last year 
would not be necessary for the foun- 
dation. Instead, amuch simpler foun- 
dation of concrete slabs is planned 
this time around. 

Harris also said that while last 
year’s design called for the elevator 
to be made of glass, the new de- 
sign calls for construction with 
plaster. 

Harris said the elevator will be 
safe, noting that it must pass rigid 
state safety inspections before being 
put into service. 

“We are not reducing the quality 
of the elevator,” Harris said. 

Disabled Student Union President 
Darla Hudson said she hopes that the 


project doesn’t fall through for the 
second year in a row. 

“Tt seems like every time they 
need to cut something, it always hap- 
pens to us,” Hudson said. “I don’t 
know if it’s because we are the most 
vulnerable or the most quiet or what.” 

“I’m afraid people will get their 
hopes up, and the same thing will 
happen again,” 1994-95 Disabled 
Student Union President Joel Duce 
said. 

Harris said he expects the bidding 
process to take one to two months. 
He estimated that construction would 
take three to four months and be 
completed during the spring semes- 
ter. , 

The cost of designing a project, 
Harris said is usually 6 percent, which 
would work out to be about $9,000 
ona$150,000 project. While he could 
not recall specifically how much 
Tekata was paid for the project, Har- 
ris said he believes that Tekata was 
paid only about three percent, or 
$4,500 for his design of the $150,000 
project. 

The Americans with Disabilities

Sac State,” Gerth said. “That’ smy con- 
cer, my responsibility, to generate a 
greater level of support, amore diverse 
source of support rather than just de- 
pending on the so called ‘general fund’ 
of the state of California.” 

The general criteria for review of 
both the operations and condition of 
the campus as well as the leadership 
and management effectiveness of the 
president include, but are not limited 
to, generaladministrativeeffectiveness, 
working relations with both the cam- 
pus and the system, educational leader- 
ship, community relations, and the 
major achievements of both the cam- 
pusand the presidentand personal char- 
acteristics. 


‘During the four years I‘ve been 
here I’ ve seen improvement and Iam 
enthused by his statements about put- 
ting the students first and his respon- 
siveness to the students first initia- 
tive,” ASI President J.P. Werlin said. 
“He has been very responsive on 
addressing my concerns and those of 
past ASI presidents. Last year, he 
was pretty open, and this year I be- 
lieve he is even more open and recep- 
tive. If I have a concern, I feel that it 
will be addressed by -President 
Gerth.” 

Gerth said that he has a number of 
immediate and long run goals he hopes 
to achieve concerning the campus. 

“One of them has to do with the 
arts and sciences and the healthy 
rearrangement of the arts and sci- 


ences within the life of the univer- 
sity,” Gerth said. 

Gerth said he spends a fair amount 
of time exploring options to enhance 
cultural and public affairs program- 
ming at the university, working with 
the Board of Trustees proposal to re- 
move remedial education from CSU 
curriculums and working on the Capi- 
tal Campus Challenge, the university’ s 
$50 million fundraising campaign to 
commemorate the university’ s 50th an- 
Niversary. 

“We have a 50 million dollar 
fundraising campaign; we are 60 per- 
cent there, we have raised in the vicin- 
ity of 30 million. It will be used for a 
host of things including scholarships 
and endowed professorships a whole 
variety of things.” 


Werlin said, “I think it would be 
great to seehim develop more personal 
relationships with students. A lot of the 
misconceptions concerning President 
Gerth are due to the fact people don’t 
really get to know him. I think if Presi- 
dent Gerth put himself out there more 
it would take care of some of the mis- 
conceptions. Once you talk to him and 
see where he’s coming from, you see 
he’s really starting to realize where 
students are coming from and he’s 
addressing our concerns.” 

According to CSU spokesperson 
Colleen Bentley-Adler, the report on 
Gerth and CSUS will go before the 
Board of Trustees at it’s January meet- 
ing. An open letter to the public con- 
cerning the review finding will be re- 
leased sometime after that.

Edgar. “Itdoesn‘tsay we disagree with 
the entire policy.” 

The ASI resolution will notify 
CSUS President Donald Gerth, the 
CSU Board of Trustees and Chancellor 
of their objections to the new remedial 
education policy being considered by 
the Board of Trustees. 

The CSU Board of Trustees has 
been considering a proposal to elimi- 
nateremedial education classes at CSU 
campuses for over a year. The Trustees 
will decide on the future of remedial 
education at its January board meeting. 

The Board of Trustees has sched- 
uled a series of public hearings on the 


issue of remedial education through- 
out the state. A public hearing takes 
place today in Sacramento at the 
Hilton Hotel from 9:30 a.m. to 12:30 


p.m. 

The ASI Board also approved a 
motion to dissolve the positions of as- 
sistant vice president of Campus Af- 
fairs and assistant vice president of 
Capitol Affairs. 

In April, the decision to create the 
position of vice president of University 
Affairs was left in the students’ hands. 
Students voted 61 percent for the cre- 
ation of the office, but that was not 
enough for the two-thirds majority 
vote needed for the position to be 
created. 


According to Werlin, more students 
were for the position than againstit. He 
said approximately 2,100 students 
voted for it, 700 opposed, and 800 did 
not vote on it. 

The ASI Board of Directors de- 
cided in May to create the position 
based upon the numbers, then later 
elected to split the job into two parts, 
dividing the duties between both assis- 
tants. The board reunified the position 
into the vice president of University 
Affairs. The new vice president job 
has not yet been added to the ASI 
bylaws. 

“We are just test driving it, we can 
kill it at the end of the year,’ Werlin 
said. 


Murphy, former assistant vice presi- 
dent of Campus Affairs was appointed 
the vice president of University Af- 
fairs. 

Kirsten Mann was appointed as 
Director of Health and. Human Ser- 
vices. 

Monday’s meeting was held at 
Crumbs, instead of the third floor of the 
University Union, where ASI Board 
meetings are usually held. 

“T have a firm belief that we need to 
go to where the students are,” ASI 


President J.P. Werlin said regarding © 


the venue of the meeting. “We want to 
peak some student awareness and give 
students achance to interface and inter- 
act with ASI.”

the speakers,” said Mayer. “We start 
off with nice loud sounds. The young- 
ster hears the sound that is adequately 
loud but not scary, and they look and 
they see the bunny going on.

Mayer said the test results are im- 
mediate and that the center’s staff ver- 
bally explains everything to the client. 
She said the write-up takes about a 
week to complete and is then mailed to 
the client.

Mayer assures everyone that the 
test is nothing to be afraid of.

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Databases—critical for 
papers equals critical to life

Pop-quiz smarty pants: you have a 22-page 
paper due on the enzyme histochemistry of the 
nervous system next week, and you have no 
idea where to find books, what do you do? Well, 
you can either start running the other way and 
find a rock to crawl under, or you can lear to 


‘decipher the world of the databases in the 


library. 

Before you put on your running shoes, con- 
sider this: sooner or later you will need to use 
one of the databases. There are over 670 differ- 
ent databases that can be accessed from the 
library. Included are: Eureka, InfoTrac, Carl 
UnCover, Melvyl, the CD-ROM Networks, 
and the Lexis-Nexus Networks, among scores 
of others. 

To begin, there is a handout called “Select- 
ing the Right Information System” which cov- 
ers 25 main databases. The packet includes the 
database name, subject/formats, dates covered, 
ways to search, related print indexes, and where 
the database can be accessed from. There are 
also binders next to the stand alone networks 
providing tipsand information on how tosearch. 
For further help regarding Eureka, there is a 
video available from the Library’s Media Cen- 
ter titled “Welcome to Eureka” that nins 22- 
minutes and is a brief step-by-step explanation 


of how to use Eureka. Linda Goff, Head of 
Library Instruction says, “The databases are 
expanding exponentially rather than arithmeti- 

| cally; we’re trying as hard as we can to help 
make life simpler.” This leads to my other 
point: there are always librarians around to 
help. 

Eureka, which also houses Melvyl, Carl 

Uncover, InfoTrac and FirstSearch, is the easi- 
est to use, most accessible and most popular. 
Once you have decided which system you want 
to use, there are three key points to keep in 
mind. The first is whether or not the system’is 
command based rather than menu based. If so, 
it is critical to leam the proper commands. If 
not, you will become stuck, and it is better to 
spend “your time usefully rather than spinning 
your wheels; you’ll save yourself grief in the 
long run,” said Debbie Metzger, science librar- 
ian, in the midst of a recent workshop on 
“Demystifying Databases.” The second key 
point to keep in mind is what is called the 
“Boolean Search Strategy,” which is using the 
terms “and,” “or” or “not” in your search as 
well as using varied vocabulary, as you do 
when looking through a telephone book for 
instance. 

“Tf I try to teach one thing it’s.to understand

r Most likely “Empire Records” will 
not be in theatres for long. It’s short

summer movies such as “Congo.” The 
acting is better and even though it is in 
some ways just as implausable as the 
gorilla film it has amore charming cast 
and story. 

“Empire Records” is a movie about 
a store of the same name. One of the 
characters named Lucas, played by the 
intense stoner from “Dazed and Con- 
fused,” finds plans for the record store 
to be sold to achain. In a semi-heroic 
effort to save the store he steals the 
“cash out” money at the end of the 
night and rides his motorcycle to At- 
lantic City. The rest of the movie 
centers around what was already going 
on in the eight main characters lives 
and the reprecussions of Lucas’ thiev- 
ery. 
The characters are all full of life. 

Each one has a particular neurosis giv- 
ing them a sort of charm. There is a 


“straight A” speed freak, an aspiring 
painter, a promiscuous female clerk, a 
suicidal bald teenage girl, a zoned-out 
pot-head, a zen-spewing cynic, a rude 
shoplifter, an oblivious ex-star, a really 
cool boss and his girlfriend, anda refu- 
gee from the Ramones. 





“Empire Records” is choppy and 
has no central point other than to be a 
movie, and perhapsamoviemadesolely 
to get a soundtrack out of it. The result 
is a fun “highschool-project-like” film 
made up mainly of subplots held to- 
gether by a thin thread of music and co- 
worker comraderie. 

Topping everything off the entire 
film takes place in one day, a day in 


which life decisions are made,careers 
trampled, and self realizations abound. 
Any questioning of the logic or realism 
of these events ruins the fairytale like 
atmosphere that this film exudes. If 
working in arecord store is as fun and 
exciting as this movie makes it out to 
be, everybody who works anywhere 
else is working in the wrong place. 

Because this film will probably not 
survive more than a few weekends in 
the theatres, I don’t need to say that it’s 
worth seven or so dollars to see. It is, 
however, worth seeing at a discount the- 
atre or if it doesn’t make it there to that 
place, it is worth renting. 

_ “Empire Records” is a victim of 
high budget blues. It had all the right 
moves for a feature film, a nice 
soundtrack, good looking young actors 
and actresses, a decent plot, and decent 
scenery, but it lacked advertising and 
confidence. Not too many people have 
even heard about the movie, when I 
went to see it I was one of only three 
people in the theatre. 

If you get a chance to see it for 
cheap, give the flick achanceand you'll 
probably enjoy it, but make sure not to 
get hung up on any one thing for too 
long, you may miss a subplot.

Image of Halloween challenged 


CARBONDALE, Ill (AP)}—At- 
tempting to turn a half-mile strip of 
downtown Carbondale into a ghost 
town on the Halloween weekend is 
about to become as much a tradition 
for this city as jack-o-lanterns and 
trick-or-treaters. 

Still smarting from negative na- 
tional publicity when an annual Hal- 
loween street party last year sent 2,000 
revelers stampeding through down- 
town, community leaders this time are 
resolving to shut down the event com- 
pletely.

owner of Hangar 9, a popular bar. “It’s 
given us all a black eye.” 

The Halloween blast on a down- 
town section of U.S. 51 known as 
“The Strip” usually kicks off when the 
bars close. Traditionally, riotous party 
goers shut down a block-long stretch 
of highway for about an hour, yell ata 
wall of Mace-wielding police for re- 
fusing to let them march to the South- 
em Illinois University campus, and 
then disperse. iB 

But things went awry Oct. 29, 
1994, A fever seemed to gripthecrowd, 
which divided into several mobs that 
bolted up and down the streets. Police

Residence halls 
will be open, but only the approxi- 
mately 4,600 students who live there 
will be allowed in. 

—Downtown parking will be re- 
stricted. 

—Possession of beer kegs by any- 
one who doesn’t have an alcohol li- 
cense will be illegal between Thursday 
and Tuesday. 

Last year, bars along The Strip 
were forced to close at 10 p.m., along

campus, doesn’t expect any problems; *' 


either. But the Omaha, Neb., junior 
says he wouldn’t be too surprised if 
there were. 

“T think if the city and the univer- 
sity would just leave the whole thing 
alone, students wouldn’t make a big 
deal out of it,” Brown said. 

Marc Magers, another Theta Xi 
member, said the Halloween party 
was pretty much dead until Carbondale 
and university officials began crack- 
ing down. 

“They created their own mon- 
ster,” Magers, a 24-year-old sopho- 
more from Carbondale, said.

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Pittsburgh Post-Gazette pitches in to helpMcClatchy’s bid to buy Pirates.

Pittsburgh—Blade Communica- 
tions Inc., the parent company of the 
Pittsburgh Post-Gazette, is the latest 
investor to join a group trying to buy 
the Pittsburgh Pirates. 

William Block, chairman of To- 
ledo, Ohio-based Blade Communi- 
cations, confirmed Wednesday night 
that the company had made a tenta- 
tive commitment of $2 million to 
become a limited partner in a group 
of investors being assembled by Cali- 
fornia newspaper heir Kevin 
McClatchy. 

“We have said that if it will help to 
keep the Pirates in Pittsburgh, we 


want to help,” Block said. 
McClatchy is lining up limited 
and general partners in the team. 
General partners are putting up at 
least $5 million and will have seats 
on the Pirates’ board of directors. 
Limited partners, such as Blade 
Communications, would have no 
seats on the board, could not vote on 
team matters, and would have no say 
in the daily operation of the Pirates. 
Astake in the Pirates would not be 
the first venture into baseball for the 
Block family. Block said his father, 
Paul, owned the minor league New- 
ark, N.J., Bears from 1929 through 
1931. 
“T used to go over to those games 
a lot —I was pretty young than and 


I was sort of the mascot,” said Block, 
who is 80. 

But owning part of the team is not 
the primary reason Block would get 
involved with the Pirates, he said. 

“Too many bad things have hap- 
pened to Pittsburgh, with job losses 
and all that. We have to keep morale 
up in the city,” Block said. 

“We've been concerned about the 
Pirates being lost to Pittsburgh. We 
think Kevin McClatchy is sincere in 
his efforts and will keep the team in 
Pittsburgh at least for the foreseeable 
future. We want to support that.” 

Block said he and other limited 
partners were waiting for final agree- 
ments outlining the partnerships. 

“These are tentative commit- 


ments from the limited partners 
until the final agreements are 
written,” he said. 

McClatchy has lined up more than 
adozen investors in his bid to acquire 
the franchise. Among them are: the 
HJ. Heinz Co. and its chairman, 
Anthony O’Reilly; the law firm of 
Reed Smith Shaw and McClay; Pitts- 
burgh-area businessmen Dick Means 
and William Snyder; Miami Dolphins 
quarterback Dan Marino; race-car 
owner Chip Ganassi; and KBI Prime 
Sports, a Pittsburgh-based sports 
cable channel owned by Liberty 
Media. 

McClatchy said earlier Wednes- 
day that National League President 
Leonard Coleman supported his bid
